Certification of Joshua W. Adams 

 

Eric R. Wilson, attorney for Joshua W. Adams, filed a Motion for Review and 

Reconsideration of the Board’s decision to re-initiate proceedings to take disciplinary 

action against Mr. Adams’ peace officer certification.   
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The Board considered oral arguments by Mr. Wilson and from Assistant Attorney General 

Seth Hargraves, attorney for the Arizona Peace Officers Standards and Training Board 

 

After considering the arguments made by the parties, Sheriff Dannels made a motion to 

deny the Motion for Review and Reconsideration of the Decision to Re-Initiate 

Proceedings against the peace officer certification of Joshua W. Adams.  The motion was 

seconded by Colonel Milstead and passed unanimously.

The Board considered comments from Compliance Manager Mark Perkovich.  Colonel 

Milstead made a motion to accept the Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law and 

suspend Mr. Williams’ peace officer certification.  The suspension shall be in effect 

from August 10, 2016 through August 10, 2017.  The motion was seconded by Sheriff 

Dannels and passed with one nay vote recorded for Mr. Ahler (AAG). 

 

2. #17-029 – Ismael E. Fuentes – AZ Attorney General’s Office 

Mr. Ahler (AAG) recused himself from this case.  The Board considered comments 

from Compliance Manager Mark Perkovich.  Chief Hall made a motion to accept the 

Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law and revoke Mr. Fuentes’ peace officer 

certification.  The motion was seconded by Director Ryan and passed unanimously.

Colonel Milstead 

made a motion to accept the Consent Agreement, Decision and Order for voluntary 

denial of peace officer certification.  The motion was seconded by Mr. LeFevre and 

passed unanimously.

 The Board considered comments from Compliance Specialist Lori Wait.  Colonel 

Milstead made a motion to Initiate Proceedings to deny Mr. Zint peace officer 

certification. The motion was seconded by Chief Hall and passed unanimously.
